The franchise to the gas 


company, issued in 1910, was not 
clear on the right of the city to 
force relocation of the lines. The 
gas company's attorneys felt 
that they could, by court action, 
recover all the cost of relocation, 
and there have been some cases 
in Arkansas which indicated they 
might be right. They explained 
that they did not want to go to 
court and disturb their relations 
with the community. 


From already established 


precedents, the City Officials 
were uncertain of their legal 
position in the matter.

Surcharge 
Is Raising 
Money

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


10-per-cent import surcharge is 
proving 
to be a 
productive 


money-raiser, bringing $99 mil- 
lion into the Treasury in its 
first 45 days of life, it has been 
learned. 


The surcharge might have 


brought in much more had the 
government 
not 
exempted 


about $1.5 billion worth of im- 
ports either en route to the 
United States or tied up by a 
dock 
strike 
when 
President 


Nixon imposed the levy Aug. 
15. 


The administration has 
offi- 


cially estimated the surcharge 
would bring in about $2.1 billion 
in revenue if maintained on im- 
ports for an entire year. The 
surtax applies only to dutiable 
imports not covered by man- 
datory quotas. 


The 
$99 million 
collected 


from Aug. 16 to Sept. 30 falls 
short of that estimated annual 
pace, possibly because of the 
huge one-time exemption on 
imports in transit and because 
of the uncertainty that followed 
imposition of the tax. 


Officials say the uncertainty 


may have caused some impor- 
ters to hold back on shipments 
until it was cleared up. 


The Treasury plans to release 


later this week a breakdown 
showing that the surtax by it- 
self is hardly enough to achieve 
the $13-billion 
balance-of-pay- 


ments-deficit turnaround sought 
by the Nixon administration. 
The administration has said the 
surcharge will be lifted when 
there are assurances the deficit 
can be erased. 


But it is proving a powerful 


economic 
tool, 
collectable 


quickly, and apparently achiev- 
ing its purpose of boosting the 
price of foreign goods coming 
into the country. It could be 
said that 
the surcharge in- 


creased the price of imported 
goods by $99 million from Aug. 
16 to Sept. 30. 


The surcharge can be legally 


passed on to consumers in the 
form of higher prices despite 
the price freeze.

Investigates 
Gas Emissions 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP)— 


Charles Stone, a state geologist, 
said Tuesday that a study was 
being made of a nontoxic, hot 
gas that is spewing from the 
ground about 10 miles west of 
Jessieville (Garland County). 


Stone said the gas did not 


have the characteristics of the 
hot springs in Hot Springs Na- 
tional Park, He said more tests 
were being made to find out 
exactly what is causing the 
gas. He said, however, that it 
was probably "related" to a hot 
spring. 


He said the gas is escaping 


from small cracks in the earth 
in an area about 60 feet long 
and 10 feet wide. Some of the 
emissions go several feet into 
the air and are visible, he said.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Dr. 


Dale Cowling, pastor of the 
Second Baptist Church of Little 
Rock, said Monday that he 
doubted "if any institution is as 
guilty of the sin of neglect of 
older people as is the church." 


Cowling made the remark in 


a public hearing on the prob- 
lems on aging conducted by the 
Arkansas delegates to the Na- 
tional Conference on Aging, 
which will open Nov. 28 in 
Washington. 


The hearing was held in the 


old Supreme Court Chamber at 
the state Capitol. 


Cowling told the delegates that 


they should advocate greater 
use of church facility by the 
elderly. However, he said he was

little 
discouraged 
about 


churches doing things for old 
people." 


Mrs. Jo Jackson, director of 


the Arkansas Manpower Coun- 
cil, said the delegates should 
ask for more job opportunities 
for the elderly. 


Marion Payne, director of so- 


cial services for the State Hos- 
pital, said that there should be 
some alternative to sending old 
people to either nursing homes 
or mental institutions. He said 
many persons in the state hos- 
pital could leave if they had 
somewhere to go.

SAIGON (AP) - The Viet 


Cong and North Vietnamese at- 
tacked the Phnom Penh airport 
and a radio transmitting station 
near 
the Cambodian capital 


early 
today, and 
the Cam- 


bodian command said at least 
25 persons 
were killed 
and 


about 30 wounded. 


In Vietnam, a politician re- 


ported under consideration for 
the premiership was assassi- 
nated in Saigon, five Americans 
died in a helicopter crash, a 
booby trap killed two U.S. sol- 
diers near Hue, and U.S. planes 
made their 74th attack of the 
year inside North Vietnam. 


The two attacks in Cambodia 


were coordinated. About 
fifty 


100-pound rockets hit the mili- 
tary airport shortly after mid- 
night, and at the same time 
sappers moving behind a rocket 
barrage assaulted the trans- 
mitting 
station 
nine 
miles 


northwest of the airport. 


A spokesman for the Cam- 


bodian command, Lt. Col. Am 
Rong, said at least six persons, 
including 
five 
women, were 


killed in the shelling of the air- 
port and others were killed at 
the transmitting station. 


The politician assassinated in 


Saigon was Prof, Nguyen Van 
Bong, chairman of the anti- 
Communist Progressive Nation- 
alist Movement. Two pounds of 
hidden plastic explosive blew 
up his automobile as he was go- 
ing from his office to his home 
at noon. 


A bodyguard and the chauf- 


feur were also killed, and eight 
Vietnamese were wounded, in- 
cluding a second bodyguard 
and seven bystanders. 


Bong, 42, was director of a 


training institute for civil ser- 
vants. His party, which he once 
described as "Loyal 
opposi- 


tion" to President Nguyen Van 
Thieu, won 15 of the 159 seats 
in the lower house of the Na- 
tional Assembly last August.

The House, going along with 


the product offered by its Agri- 
culture Committee, agreed to 
one major revision—endorsed 
by Committee Chairman W.R. 
Poage, D-Tex.—to let states im- 
pose whatever additional re- 
strictions they wish on all pesti- 
cides. 


After approving that amend- 


ment by 167 to 56, the House 
sent the Nixon administration- 
endorsed bill to the Senate, 288 
to 91. Poage said the bill con- 
tained vast, new powers for the 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy.

by 
Rep. 


John R. Rarick, D-La., that 
would have directed the Presi- 
dent to bar importation of any 
commodities 
from 
nations 


which do not have at least 
equal restrictions on pesticides. 


Rarick's move lost by 43 to 36 


after Poage—who said he per- 
sonally favored the idea—urged 
the House to turn it down be- 
cause he said Nixon would veto 
the whole bill if the provision 
was included. 


Dow, 
supported 
by 
such 


groups as the Sierra Club and 
Friends of the Earth, fought for 
several changes that he viewed 
as vital to strong environmen- 
tal protection legislation. 


Dow contended, without suc- 


cess, that anyone who feels 
harmed should be allowed to 
appeal EPA's orders—although 
the committee bill limits such 
court challenges of such deci- 
sions to the chemical makers 
with a direct economic interest 
in the outcome. 


Dow also failed in a chal- 


lenge to provisions which would 
require EPA to pay indemnities 
to the makers of a pesticide 
whose registration is suspended 
or cancelled to prevent an im- 
minent hazard. In all, three 
amendments 
revising the in- 


demnity section were beaten. 


Dow also lost a move to per- 


mit EPA to deny registration of 
a pesticide on the grounds that 
its use is not essential. The bill 
bars denial on that basis, al- 
though Dow said this is the cur- 
rent practice.

Prison Furlough 
Program to be 
Expanded

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) f- 


Some 900 Connecticut prisoners 
have participated in a furlough 
program over the past two 
years without an escape at- 
tempt. Because of this the pro- 
gram has been expanded. 


"We initially said the home 


visits were limited to men who 
were within 60 days of their re- 
lease, and most of them came 
from various community res- 
lease programs," said Deputy 
Correction Commissioner Ray- 
mond M. Lopes. 


"But we now have directed 


institutions to grant furloughs 
to everyone who is considered a 
minimum risk individual," he 
added. "There are no particu- 
lar offenses that would make a 
man 
ineligible, 
though 
we 


would take a long, hard look at, 
for 
instance, 
the 
aggressive 


sexual offender." 


The program is in effect at 


all state correctional facilities. 


Lopes said that since it was 


inaugurated in December 1969, 
not only have none of the in- 
mates failed to return, but only 
one man was arrested and his 
case was not prosecuted. 


The furloughs generally are 


for two or three days. 


"During the first year, there 


was a big snow storm and 
many of the men couldn't make 
it back," Lopes said, "most of 
them turned themselves in. to 
the nearest corrections facil- 
ity." 


Basic decisions 
about who 


will get a furlough are made at 
individual 
institutions, 
which 


then forward them to Ixjpes for 
final approval. 


While on furlough an inmate 


is limited to a specified town 
and the local police are noti- 
fied, Lopes said. 


The good comes in smoothing 


out marital problems and when 
a prisoner is looking for a job 
prior to release, he added. 


"In many situations, we've 


had men who had marital prob- 
lems, which were compounded 
when he wasn't 
at home," 


I^opes explained. "By 
being 


home for a short time, he has 
an opportunity to cement his 
marriage."

Says Wallace 
May Surprise 
Gov. Bumpers

LEXA, Ark. (AP) - "Mr. 


Bumpers may be a mighty sur- 
prised man come next Novem- 
ber," was Walter Carruth's re- 
sponse to a statement by Gov. 
Dale Bumpers that Gov. George 
Wallace of Alabama represent- 
ed the old politics and could not 
carry Aikansas for president to- 
day as he did in 1988. 


Bumpers made the remark at 


the 37th annual meeting of the 
Southern Governor's Conference 
in Atlanta, Ga. 


"I would say that Mr. Wal- 


lace is more popular today than 
he was in 1968," said Carruth 
in a telephone interview. "Look 
at it this way, if it had not been 
for the influence of Gov. Wal- 
lace the House wouldn't have 
voted the way it did last week 
on the busing issue." 


Carruth, who ran unsuccess- 


fully for governor on the Ameri- 
can party ticket in 1970, agreed 
with a statement by Bumpers 
that the South was changing, 
but disagreed that the South 
was becoming more liberal. 


"I'll admit that the South is 


following the political leadership 
of the Northeast in electing peo- 
ple with socialistic trends," Car- 
ruth said. "But what these peo- 
ple don't realize is that the vot- 
ers are just voting against the 
old-type machine-controlled poli- 
tics." 


Carruth pointed out that Ar- 


kansas voters elected Winthrop 
Rockefeller governor to oust the 
Faubus 
administration 
and 


Bumpers was elected to get rid 
of Rockefeller. 


"The people didn't vote for 


Dale Bumpers because they be- 
lieved in him," Carruth said. 
"They voted for him because 
they were tired of Gov. Rocke- 
feller. Mr. Bumpers is not as 
popular as he thinks he is. 


"Gov. Bumpers will run for 


re-election next year, he'll have 
opposition and it is very likely 
that he will be beaten." 


Carruth said it was the "Ken- 


nedy-brand of socialists like 
Dale Bumpers" that has "got- 
ten our nation into the economic 
and other problems that we're 
in." 


Bumpers said that Arkansas 


and the South was "emerging in 
a constructive and progressive 
move" because of the moderate 
approach taken by many of the 
new governors. 


"We've had anything but pro- 


gress," said 
Carruth. "I'm 


afraid 
we're 
on the wrong 


course and if the people wake 
up in time and realize we're on 
the wrong course Mr. Bumpers 
and a lot of other governors that 
were placed in office by the so- 
cialists and progressive liberals 
are going to be in trouble when 
they run for re-election." 


Carruth said he was not sure 


if the American party would 
provide a gubernatorial candi- 
date next year. 


••I'll say this, if there is a 


good, honest conservative can- 
didate in the race, he'll stand a 
very good chance of winning," 
Carruth said.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)—In an 


obscure duplex behind the state 
Capitol complex, unwed mothers 
can get counseling and help as 
part of the state Welfare De- 
partment. 


"The office was put here pur- 


posely—there are no signs any- 
where," said Mrs. Mary Jane 
Madigan. 


One of the main drawing 


cards to the state office is the 
confidential manner in which 
each case is handled. 


The girl can come to Little 


Rock, have her baby and even 
finish school without those in 
her hometown knowing of her 
condition. 


Her school records will only 


show that she has been given 
credits by the Little Rock 
schools for certain courses. 


Mrs. Madigan said the girls 


that come to the office are re- 
ferred by either their doctor, 
minister or county welfare of- 
fice. 


The agency was created after 


the 1939 General 
Assembly 


passed a law establishing the 
agency as part of the state Wel- 
fare Department. The agency is 
charged with the "care and su- 
pervision" of the unwed mother. 


Briefly the agency counsels 


the unwed mother, helps her 
through her pregnancy and then 
places the baby for adoption. 


Mrs. Madigan said the agen- 


cy only helps those unwed 
mothers who plan to give their 
babies for adoption. Married 
• mothers and those who plan to 
keep their babies do not qualify 
for the program. 


Mrs. Madigan said those who 


can pay for the service are en- 
couraged to do so. For those 
who cannot pay, the state as- 
sumes the cost. 


"For some girls, $25 is like 


$1,000," she said. 


If the mother decides to keep 


her child, Mrs. Madigan says 
the mother is to reimburse the 
state for the expenses incurred 
during the pregnancy. 


"The girl that is the least able 


to provide for the baby... is

child," Mrs. Madigan said. 


Matvire girls, who often could 


provide more than those who 
keep the baby, look at the sit- 
uation "realistically" and give 
up the infant, Mrs. Madigan 
said. 


If 
the 
mother 
is unsure 


whether to keep the baby or 
not, the child is placed in a fos- 
ter home until the mother makes 
a decision. 


The office has three plans for 


unwed mothers. 


The first plan involves com- 


plete care of the mother in an 
unwed mothers home, such as 
the Florence Crittenden Home 
in Little Rock. 


The second plan is to put the 


unwed mother in a home with 
foster parents. She said that 
there are several couples in the 
Uttle Rock area who keep two 
or three girls at a time. 


The third plan is for the older 


girl. The agency helps the un- 
wed mother with her plan for 
hospitalization and adoption of 
her baby, but the girl lives in an 
apartment by herself. 


If the mother needs other pro- 


fessional care, such as psychiat- 
ric help, the mother is referred 
to another state agency for that 
service. 


Mrs. 
Madigan says it is "al- 


ways a crisis situation" when an 
unwed mother comes to her of- 
fice. 


"Our girls are unsophisticated 


and vulnerable," she said. "They 
are not bad girls—more than 
nine out of 10 girls were in love 
with the boys when they got 
pregnant." 


She said most of the girls were 


certain at one time they wanted 
to marry the boy, but after be- 
coming pregnant realized it 
would not work. 


"They are stuck with the fact 


they are not ready to get mar- 
ried even when the boy wants 
to marry them," she said. 


Mrs. Madigan said the unwed 


mother usually goes through suc- 
cessive steps of emotional feel- 
ing and reaction. 


At first the girl tries to ignore 


the situation, Mrs. Madigan 


said, then she faces the fact 
that she is going to have a baby. 


Next, 
the 
mother 
usually 


thinks of suicide, but then de- 
cides against that. 


Finally, she is faced with the 


fact that she must either have 
the baby or go through an 
abortion. 


Many times it is too late for 


an abortion, Mrs. Madigan said, 
or abortion is ruled out because 
it conflicts with personal or re- 
ligious conviction. 


Very seldom do the fathers 


come to the office to help the 
unwed mother, Mrs. Madigan 
said. She said there was a re- 
luctance by the mother to even 
tell the father that she is preg- 
nant. 


Some girls find it harder to 


tell their parents what has hap- 
pened. 


"Nine out of 10 parents, after 


they get over the initial shock, 
stand behind the girl," Mrs. 
Madigan said. "Sometimes the 
incident even strengthens the 
family unit."

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Pay Board has left itself a loo- 
phole that may stretch wide 
enough to squeeze a 12-per-cent 
pay raise through. But it may 
take months to find out. 


The board's general rule is 


that raises in new contracts 
can't exceed 5.5 per cent a 
year, and raises in old con- 
tracts might be rolled back if 
"unreasonably 
inconsistent" 


with that guide. 


But the initial policy adopted 


Monday 
night also contains 


what one source calls "the real- 
ity clause," or loophole. 


It says this: "In reviewing 


new contracts and pay prac- 
tices, the Pay Board shall con- 
sider ongoing collective bar- 
gaining and pay practices and 
the equitable position of the 
employes involved, including 
the impact of recent changes in 
the cost of living upon em- 
ploye's 
compensation." 
An 


identical loophole is supplied 
for existing contracts as well. 


What that means, exactly, is 


unclear. 


But, 
according to briefers 


who allow themselves to be 
identified only as "informed 
sources" or "sources in a posi- 
tion to know," the purpose is to 
allow the board to approve 
higher raises when circum- 
stances warrant. 


How high or under what cir- 


cumstances still is unknown. 
The board has made no deci- 
sions on specific cases, and 
wons, and consider any for a 
while yet, the sources said. 


But 
they conceded, 
when 


questioned by a newsman, that 
the loophole might well have 
enough stretch in it to pass 
through recent settlements in 
the rail industry, calling for 
raises of one per cent per 
month for 42 months. 


Although the rail settlements 


are more than double the 5.5- 
per-cent guide, they came after 
the rail workers had gone 
through a long period of rapidly 
rising prices with no raise at 
all.
